Western Boundary 


Once the Mediterranean was its 
western boundary. It ran from 
Gaza north to Turkey. Eastward 


it stretched far beyond Damascus | 


into the desert. The coastal 
mountains cut it up. In their en- 
claves existed almost unbe- 
lievable divisions of population. 
There were, and are to this day. 
Circassians from the Caucasus, 
Druses, Kurds, Armenians, Yezi- 
dis, and Jews from three eastern 
lands. There were equally bi- 
zarre divisions of religions. It was 
heavily Moslem, but included the 
divisions of Sunni, Shia and 
Druses. There were various 
Christian sects, French, Greek 
and Russian. Nestorians and pa- 
gans added to the richness of the 
mixture. 

Jerusalem, now Israel’s capital, 
was the southernmost city in this 
Syria. Then came coastal Beirut, 
where the U.S. Marines now keep 
order. Northward are Homs, 
Hama, Aleppo and Antioch, where 
Christians were first called by 
that name. Eastward, of course, 
was, and is, Damascus. 

One may read out of books by 
travelers about these cities. They 
were all different then as now. 
Jerusalem was sacred to the 
three major religions, Jewish, 
Christian and Islamic. It still is. 

Beirut was different . .. as it 
is in our time. It early attracted 
many Christians, merchants. and 
scholars. It was, and is, the door- 
way to Arabia. An American col- 
lege was established there in the 
latter years of the 19th century. 
It has had an influence on much 
of the Arab world. 


Ancient Cities 

Damascus, Homs, Hama and 
Aleppo were the four ancient 
cities in which Syria took most 
pride. It is not surprising, for ex- 
ample, that Communist develop- 
ment has centered in Homs, 
Hama and Aleppo. The first two 
were ancient textile towns, and 
still follow that trade. Homs pro- 
duced cotton and woolen cloth. 
Hama was a center for fine bro- 
caded silks. Aleppo was a trade 
center for these goods. 

Aleppo had another distinction. 
Because it lived by trade, it had 
a tolerance of religion not found 
in other cities of Syria. Marxist 
communism found a _ response 
among the exploited workers in 
those cities. In Beirut and the 
oasis capital of Damascus, it has 
been largely confined to the stu- 
dents and intellectuals. 

It has always been a suspicious,

REFUSE TO ANSWER 

Like three other witnesses who 
testified earlier Tuesday before 
the subcommittee, Hester invoked 
the 1st and 5th constitutional 
amendments numerous times in 
refusing to answer questions by 
committee members and by Rich- 
ard Arens, staff director. 

Hester and the other witnesses, 
all of whom attacked the motives 
of the subcommittee, were repre- 
sented by counsel. His attorney 
was a Negro bishop of the Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopal Zion 
Church, the Rev. C. Eubank 
Tucker of Louisville, Ky. 

Other witnesses who refused to 
answer questions about com- 
munist activities on the grounds 
that their answers might tend to 
incriminate them were Eugene 
Feldman of Chicago, who gave 
his occupation as ‘“‘tutor,” and 
Mr. and Mrs. Mitchell Saba of 
Roanoke, Va.

Billions More Found 
Available for Detense 


WASHINGTON (#—The Committee for Economic 


| Development said Tuesday the United States could af- 
ford to pay billions more for defense, if necessary. 


It added, however, there is an 
‘urgent need for better manage- 
| ment of the spending. 

The CED is a privately support- 
ed research organization of busi- 
/nessmen. 

National defense policy, CED 
said in a review, must be geared 

to the assumption that the Com- 
'munist threat ‘‘will continue into 
the distant future, and that Its 
removal ig no within our con- 
trol.”” 
The CED made 
recommendations: 

1. Create the post of civilian di- 
rector of defense research and 
engineering, to obtain greater 
diversity in military research, 
quicker decisions, and broader 

participation and rivalry among 
defense contractors. 

2. Improve the attractiveness of

3. Relieve the Defense depart- 
mnt of pressures from special in- 
terest groups. 


4. Transfer many functions now 
performed by military personnel 
to civilian personnel; also, shift 
‘more jobs now done by the gov- 
ernment to private contractors. 

5. Make congressional partici- 
pation in defense planning more 
effective.

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That State Debt Is 
No Mere Phantom 


At the time Gov. Marvin Griffin was 
trying to put across his political boon- 
doggle of more than 50 million dollars 
for rural roads, it was pointed out that the 
authority-plan for financing was being 
badly abused and that careful screening 
of all such future proposals was neces- 
sary. 

The Georgia League of Women Vot- 
ters, in its latest report, reminds us that 
the State of Georgia now owes more 
than 285 million on revenue certificates 
issued by its various authorities. 

The State Constitution sets four million 
dollars as the state debt limit. But by 
setting up authorities this constitutional 
restriction is bypassed. 

Had Gov. Griffin gotten by with his 
scheme to raise the rural roads debt, the 
state authority debt would now be around 
350 million dollars. Happily for Georgians, 
this increase, which would have been ap- 
plied during the campaign, was defeated 
by the Legislature which saw that it would 
be spent more for politics than roads. 

Technically the state does not owe 
285 million dollars. The authorities owe 
it. But it is a genuine debt. The state 
obligates itself to the issuing authority. 
Therefore, the state quite clearly is re- 
sponsible for the debt. 

Authorities are a modern plan for fi- 
nancing projects outside the state’s leg- 
islative and appropriation channels. They 
are entirely legitimate. But they can get 
out of hand. Those governors who are 
interested in special projects for patron- 
age purposes, for example, find it easy to 
set up an authority or greatly to increase 
an established authority’s capital funds. 

The most vulnerable to politics are 
those authorities which are not run by 
constitutional officers—but by politicial 
appointees. But even these can be run 
on a businesslike method—if the gov- 
ernor is willing and if the Legislature 
will consider itself a watchdog and not 
a rubber stamp. 

We already owe 285 million dollars. 

And it might well have been over 350 
million dollars if the rural-roads boon- 
doggle hadn’t been stopped.

Setting Football Rules 
Is No Job for Courts 


A young man who was found to have 
accepted financial gains from Auburn 
alumni and who subsequently was barred 
from football at Auburn by the South- 
eastern Conference regulations has filed 
suit in court to require reinstatement. 

We cannot imagine a court attempt- 
ing to say who is eligible to play foot- 
ball in the various conferences. And we 
trust for the welfare of football itself 
the court in question promptly will de- 
clare itself to have no authority to de- 
termine what sort of eligibility rules 
the various conferences should establish. 

Football, the college variety, is mov- 
ing more and more toward a profes- 
sional status. It has erupted into enough 
scandals to shake public confidence. 

If there is to be any pretense of con- 
trol of college football by the member 
colleges and universities, then the various 
conferences must be allowed to have 1ules 
and regulations. The alumni who want 
their teams to win at any cost must ‘be 
eurbed.

Last Sunday five ill-assorted men 
promptly and properly were arrested in 
Atlanta for attempting to carry out an 
anti-Semitic street demonstration, includ- 
ing display. of false and inflammatory 
posters. A sixth man later was arrested. 

The public legitimately is interested 
in what sort of people engaged in this 
kind of hate-group activity. 

One of those arrested, according to 
police, is Richard Bowling. He is 26 vears 
old and of a Pine street address. He is to 
be released to DeKalb County officials 
who want him on a charge of cheating 
and swindling. 

Police list the others arrested Sunday 
as Billy Ray Branham, 19, of 591 N. Hich- 
land Ave., NE; George Michael Bricht, 
35, of 525 Page Ave., NE; Kenneth Ches- 
ter Griffin, 32, of 580 Ponce de Leon Ave., 
NE, Apt.

One thing is sure. There is no place 
in Atlanta or America for such vicious, 
anti-American forces. We congratulate 
the Atlanta police for their efficient work.

There’s one type of business in Geor- 
gia that, like Old Man River, never 
rolling along. That's the dubious practice 
of employes of the state doing business 
with their employer and presumably 
profiting thereby. 

Latest example of this you-scratch- 
mvy-back-and-I’ll-scratch-yours policv of 
state purchasing was revealed yesterday. 
It seems that George P. Whitman Jr.. 
chairman of the State Board of Education, 
has sold the Department of Public Safety 
15,000 rounds of ammunition for $1,650.

Court Sees To It 


That Justice Lives 


WASHINGTON—The home of the brethren is 
a great, blazingly white temple across which, 
etched in stone, is this motto: Equal Justice 


Under Law. The brethren are the nine justices of the Supreme Court, 
the world’s most influential tribunal and the only one of its kind, 
This independent branch of the government of the United States is at 
once the most majestic and the least aggressive of all the six faces 


of official Washington. 

This court is guardian of the 
Constitution. It asserts—and some- 
times actually uses—the right to 
veto the acts of a Congress or a 
president as unconstitutional. But 
it has no military force at its 
command, as does the President; 
no hold over the national purse, 
as does Congress. In fact, the 
court has really no power what- 
ever to enforce what it says—no 
power except the greatest power 
of all. This is a peculiar moral 
force arising from the long Anglo- 
American tradition for playing 
the game as the rules provide 


or as they may be authoritatively - 


interpreted. 

This national sense of decency 
has thus far, for nearly two cen- 
turies, been more persuasive than 
dive bombers. 

The present court is like a slice 
of the country. The chief justice, 
Earl Warren, is a big hail-fellow 
as breezy as his native California. 

The senior member of the court 
in service, Hugo Black of Ala- 
bama, is as withdrawn as War- 
ren is outgoing—thin-faced, as- 
cetic, with something of the worn, 
rubbed look of an old and much- 
used law book. 

The urban, intellectual East is 
tvpified by Justice Felix Frank- 
furter of Massachusetts, who is 
spry, witty, wiry and full of the 
joy of life. For years Frankfurter, 
a Franklin Roosevelt appointee, 
was looked upon with great fear 
by the ultraconservatives. 

He was pictured as the head 
and master of a classroom radi- 
calism that was training its jun- 
ior officers in the Harvard Law 
School for the sole purpose of

The two justices who are per- 
haps the court’s outstanding con- 
stitutional authorities, Frankfur- 
ter and John Marshall Harlan, 
form a generally uncommitted 
third force. 

Through history the court has 
been under intermittent attack. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt tried to 
pack it for being too conservative 
on economic issues. And where 20 
years ago the liberals were after 
the court, the ultraconservatives 
are after it today. 

The court that was not liberal 
enough two decades ago is now, 
in the eyes of the right wing, far 
too liberal—mainly because of its 
antisegregation decision and its 
various rulings restricting govern- 
ment action against Communists 
or suspected Communists. 

The brethren well know all this 
history. They are not, however, 
greatly disturbed. Time is long 
upon the high bench and all things 
pass away.

WASHINGTON—Secretary of State Dulles has 
a pet theory about Nikita Khrushchev that is 
being put to the test. This is that Khrushchev is —_

In view of Dulles’ record in the 
Middle East, however, it may not 
be too churlish to suggest that 
maybe he is not entirely right 
about Khrushchev and that the 
Soviet dictator may be cautious 
and smart enough to refrain 
from any belligerent action that 
would lead to war. 

After all, Khrushchev is not 
doing too badly in the Middle 
East without war. Though the So- 
viet Union is the. greatest impe- 
rialist nation of modern times, he 
has managed to get away with 
the preposterous notion that he is 
the bountiful friend of Arab uni- 
ty and national pride. Mean- 
while, troops from the West have 
landed for the second time in two 
years in the Middle East — just 
enough trvops to give Moscow a 
vast propaganda advantage but 
not enough to threaten the se- 


_ curity of the Soviet state. 


Khrushchev can afford to wait 
it out and exploit his propaganda 
and strategic advantages. 

If the United S.ates government 
really were prepared to commit 
all its forces and its prestige to 
the restoration of the West's pre- 
war position in the Middle 


East, it is possible—but no more 
than that—that a joint United 
States - British - French policy of 
military occupation could § suc- 
ceed. But there is no evidence of 
any such decision here or in Lon- 
don or Paris and very little evi- 
dence that such a policy would 
win the necessary consent of the 
Congress. 

In this situation there is danger 
of a major war only if Dulles is 
right in his assumption that Khru- 
shchev is an unstable man who 
is likely, in a spasm of emotion, 
to use force to drive the Western 
troops back to the sea. 

The vpinion of most well-in- 
formed Soviet experts here, how- 
ever, is that he is not right. 

They are inclised to believe, 
however, that Khrushchev will go 
on exploiting his geographic, po- 
litical and propaganda adv an- 
tages in the present situation; 
that he will work closely with - 
President Nasser of Egypt to 
demonstrate, as in the Suez in- 
vasion, that Western force is in- 
effective in the Middle East, and 
thus refrain’ from any military 
move that would make a big war 
inevitable.

| Timba’s Babies at Zoo Here 
Getting Lion’s Share of Attention 


Manager Johnny Dilbeck and his aides have set up the most 
elaborate nursery in the history of the Grant Park Zoo in an 
attempt to raise three of the four lion cubs born Sunday to 
Timba. 


Dilbeck said the trio—two males and one female—have been 
taken from the mother since she apparently crushed one to 
death Monday by rolling over on it. Dilbeck said the litter is 
the first for Timba. 


At the present time the cubs are taking one ounce of forti- 
fied cow’s milk every three hours around the clock. In addition 
to the milk itself, syrup and vitamins are added. The mother 
is in an adjacent cage in the maternity area of the zoo. 

Unless the mother can be persuaded to care for the infants, 
Dilbeck and his assistants will feed the cubs for six weeks or 
until they are able to fend for themselves.

BOAT SQUAD LISTS 
RULES FOR SAFETY 


Safe boating is more fun. 

That’s the slogan the U.S. Power Squadron is spelling out these 
days, when Georgia lakes are overflowing with inexperienced 
boaters. 

Free piloting courses offered by the Power Squadron, nation- 
wide, non-profit educational organization, gives boaters ‘‘Rules of 
the Nautical Road.” But if you don’t attend them, here they are: 

First of all, the rules apply to all boats when under way. The 


boat which has the right of way is called the privileged vessel and

all others are called burdened. The privileged ileged craft must hold her 


course and speed unless absolutely necessary to avoid collision, 
and the burdened boat must keep clear. 

There are three basic situations: 

1—Head-on: Each skipper should change his course to star- 
board (right), so the boats will pass port (left) to port. Each boat 
must give one blast with a whistle. 

2—Overtaking: The boat being overtaken is the privileged ves- 
sel. The overtaking boat has no rights until she is free and clear. 
However, in narrow channels, small boats should swing over to 
starboard to permit larger, heavy vessels to pass them easily. 

3—Crossing: The boat which has the other on her port side is 
the privileged vessel. She is in the other’s Danger Zone. The 
privileged boat should blow one blast of the whistle. The other 
boat should answer with one blast or if necessary, stop. 

The whistle signals have meanings. One blast means “I intend 
to pass you on my port side,” and two blasts: “I intend to pass 
you on my starboard side.” The word port has only one syllable 
and starboard has two. Perhaps that little trick will help in re- 
membering what the signal means.

Seeks Cure 


For Cancer 


PITTSBURGH (AP)—Dr. Jonas 
Salk, developer of the successful 
antipolio vaccine, confirmed Tues- 
day he has been conducting ex- 


periments with cancer. 

“But we have no treatment for 
cancer,”’ emphasized Dr. Salk who 
directed a University 
burgh research team in de- 
veloping the antipolio vaccine 
which bears his name. 

Dr. Salk’s comments were con- 
tained in a statement issued after 
a Pittsburgh newspaper, the Sun- 
Telegraph, reported he had heen 
giving injections to four children 
suffering cancer. 

“It is true that we have been 
conducting experiments in many 
persons with a variety of cancer 
and cancer-like conditions,” Dr. 
Salk said in the statement. 


STRICTLY EXPLORATORY 


“Our studies are of a strictly 
exploratory nature, intended to 
tell us something about the ra- 
ture of cells that grow in tissue 
culture. When the time comes that 
we have something of consequence 
to report we will do so,”” he added. 

The Sun - Telegraph identified 
only one of the children, Mary 
Ann Paul, 5, of nearby Cecil, Pa. 
The injections were given to the 
children, the newspaper said, aft- 
er Dr. Salk had been experiment- 
ing with adults for a year. 

The nature of the substance be- 
ing injected was not disclosed.

Tobacco Opens 
Ahead of ’57 


By a Staff Writer 
METTER—Cash registers rang a 


merry tune in the tobacco capital 
of south Georgia Tuesday, farm- 
ers came to town by the dozens, 
and the singsong chant of the 
bright leaf auctioneers once again 


heralded a fabulous sales season. 

Throughout the Georgia-Florida 
bright-leaf tobacco belt, prices 
jumped ahead of the 1957 average. 


Pat Dees of Lyons, picking up 
his check at the Big Planters 
Warehouse here, said, “I’ve been 
raising tobacco for 25 years and 
this is the best money I’ve ever 
gotten.” His tobacco sold for an 
average 64 cents a pound. 


A LITTLE HIGHER 


Reports from a few scattered 
markets, however, showed prices 
ranging a little higher. 


Waycross reported opening 
prices showed all grades selling 
higher than in 1957 by $2 to $12 
per hundred. Top price Tuesday 
morning was listed at $68. 

At Statesboro, the largest tobac- 
co market, the first basket brought 
66 cents a pound. The grower 
was A. P. Green of Lynchburg. 
S.C. An estimated 90 per cent of 
first-day sales in Statesboro was 
Carolina-grown tobacco. 


At Valdosta, a high of $68 was 
reported mid-Tuesday morning, 
with an average of $58.63 for the 
first 38,300 pounds sold. Last 
year’s average at Valdosta was 
$55.82 

Vidalia reported a high of $71 
early Tuesday, while the Quitman 
market revealed several sheets 
selling for $69. 

TIFTON PRICES UP 

In Tifton, opening day figures 
showed a $6.35 increase in aver- 
age price per hundred pounds 
compared with opening day aver- 
ages on July 18 last year. 

Tifton markets reported 666,298 
pounds sold for $397,485.43, an 
average per 100 pounds of $59.66, 
compared with last year’s fig- 
ures Of 660,270 pounds sold for | 
$353,173.39, an average per 100) 
pounds of $53.31. 


The high price reported for the 
day was at Fitzgerald, where Oli- 
ver Broom reportedly sold a sheet 
of the golden leaf for $71 per 
hundred. The early average at 
Fitzgerald was listed at $59. 

Belt-wide, opening day saw sales 
running an estimated $4 to $10 a 
hundred higher than opening day 
in 1957, 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture office at Valdosta esti- 
mated general averages of $57 to 
$60 a hundred, compared with 
last year’s opening day when the 
average was $47 to $56 on sales of 
9,121,606 pounds. 

Official poundage and price fig- 
ures for all markets will not be 
available until Wednesday but 
USDA samplings seemed to indi- 
cate that last year’s gross over- 
all average of $52.35 would be ex- 
ceeded. The sales volume might 
run somewhat below as a result of 
a generally smaller crop. 
EXTREMES REPORTED 

Tuesday’s reported price ex- 
tremes were from $10 for the sub- 
standard nondescript grade to 
$68 for top-graded leaf, with most 
sales in the $49-$65 range. 

Continuing the trend of last 
year, the greatest demand was 
for the primings and lugs which 
comprised about 75 per cent of 
the offerings and which showed 
the greatest price strength. These 
lower grades were running $1 to 
$13 a hundred higher than last 
year while the leaf grade, at the 
top of the list, was up only $1 to 
$2. The best thin body nondescript 
was up $11.50 and the only loss, 
in comparison with last year’s 
opening, was some best light 
green nondescript, down $1. 

Farmers seemed to be happy 
with the prices and high grading. 
They were hoping the prices 
would hold up throughout the 18- 
day selling season.

“That’s frog eye,”’ exclaimed 
Hall, fondling the stick of saffron- 
hued, brownish-specked leaves J. 
T. was racking tn the packing 
barn. 

“That there frog eye ts the 
best there is.” 

J. T. grinned In agreement, 
hastening to say, proudly ‘I got 
better’n that down in the curin’ 
barn.’’ He continued racking the 
sticks of ‘frog eye’’—so called 
colloquially because of the brown 
speckling through the golden leaf, 
looking for all the world like the 
popeyes of a million bullfrogs 
peering through the burlap sack- 
ing. 

J. T. figures he’s got the best 


tobacco prospect he’s ever had. 
Even at last year’s going price 
of 56.63 cents a pound, that would 
bring in $6,342 from his seven 
acres. 

What’s he going to do with 
the money? 

J. T. and Mrs. Claxton could 
do a lot with it. Fix the front 
porch and the weather-beaten 
board fence. And repair the corn 
crib. Or maybe buy Mrs. Claxton 
a poke bonnet to replace the 
old battered gray felt man’s hat 
she had jammed down over her 
ears. Or maybe a new pair of 
shoes so she could throw away the 
heavy, GI brogans she was stomp- 
ing, getting the mud off them. 

Down at the curing barn, J. T. 
shook a stick for Hall’s benefit. 

“It shore attles good,’’ Hall 
approved. This meant it was 
almost ready for market after a 
week of curing. 


While the tobacco is in the 
tight barn, yellowing and drying, 
changing the green leaves to a 
golden yellow, means closing the 
barn air-tight and maintaining a 
temperature of about 95 degrees 
until the coloring process is well 
under way. Then the temperature 
is gradually raised so that the 
curing process will be complete 
by the time the thermometer 
reads a scorching 110 to 115 
degrees. And when the leaf “‘rat- 
tles good,” the final curing pro- 
cess begins to “kill the stem.” 
Closing the ventilators and raising 
temperatures five degrees every

two hours up to 170 degrees “‘kills 
the stem.” 

The tobacco is then taken from 
the curing barn and stored in 
another barn and allowed to “get 
in order.’’ The tobacco is in order 
after the leaves absorb enough 
moisture to become pliable. 

The next step is to pack the 
leaf on sheets—usually four burlap 
bags sewed together—and then the 
tobacco is ready for market. 

Now come the days when the 
long back-breaking labor in the 
sun-baked fields is rewarded at 
the auction. The growers’ minds 
are easier and lighter until a 
new crop is begun, bringing with 
it another toilsome season of 
gambling on the weather, specu- 
lating on the yield, worrying about 
credit, overplanting, underplant- 
ing, late planting. 

But a good crop of tobacco— 
especially if it’s ‘frog eye’’— 
makes up for all that.

It’s a sad fact that we often 
grow old at the joints because 
of failure to keep them in good 
working order with exercise. 
Joints are predominantly sup- 
porting substance, with very 
few cells and very little blood 
supply. Therefore, nutrition has 
little influence. Exercise is the 
conditioner. 

Due to modern living, we tend 
to become less and less active, 
Actually, it takes so little exer- 
cise to keep joints working 
smoothly that it’s absurd not to. 
All that is necessary is to put 
the joints through their full 
range of motion each day. 

Let’s start with the shoulders. 
The full range of motion for 
this _ball-and-socket 


arm forward, up, down and 
around, making wide circles 
with one arm, then the other. 
As you circle, pull upwards 
from the waist. The waist isn’t 
a joint, but stretching does 
help keep the waist limber, 
which is certainly important to 
feeling young. So circle and 
reach up. Then swing arms out- 
and-in sidewards, free and easy. 

The knee acts much as a 
hinge joint, and permits deep 
knee-bending.

There is an infinity of mar- 
vels for which a child can learn 
to be thankful, among them 
such little things as the ability 
to smile, to sing, to make 
friends, and to be kind. 

A child must be helped to do 
this, however. Children, as you 
and I, are basically selfish and 
are apt to petition God for 
things they want. The things a 
child would petition God for, Dr. 
Hopper points out, are not the 
kind of things God can give 
through prayer. 

The child who asks for a bar- 
rel ef ice cream and asks to be 
“‘made good tomorrow’’ will be 
bitterly disappointed, he says, 
if the ice cream does not mate- 
rialize but a spanking does. 
TOO MANY WORDS 

Dr. Hopper also warns against 
using too many words, or ab- 
stractions, in trying to share 
religion with children. ‘To try 
to make clear to a child under 
6 how Jesus can be both son of 
God and ‘very God of very 
God,’ ” he says, “‘is like trying 
to make sense out of the popular 
song of several years ago en- 
titlec ‘I’m My Own Grandpa.’ ”’

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Lack of Public Medical Facilities 
Peril to Low-Earners’ Children 


Children from low-income fami- 
lies in Atlanta are suffering 
from a lack of public medical 
facilities to treat ear, nose and 
throat conditions, a health survey 
showed Tuesday. 

The shortage of facilities was 
pointed up in a mid-year prog- 
ress on a health survey being 
made by the Fulton County Wel- 
fare Department among children 
receiving welfare aid. 

The survey, covering 2,978 chil- 
dren in 831 family groups showed 


and ear trouble were among the 
leading defects. 


“It may be significant,” the 
report said, “‘that so many chil- 
dren are reported to have fre- 
quent colds and sore throats and 
trouble breathing, because facili- 
ties for the treatment of ear, nose 
and throat conditions in public 
medical facilities in Atlanta have 
been almost non-existent.” 

Tonsillectomies and adenecto- 
mies are extremely hard to ob- 
tain, the report added.
